Satisfied that it was a fire we watched it fora 
few seco ds, when we were, a!l of us in the 
house, awfully surprised to see a house, about 
half a mile nearer to us, suddenly torn to atoms 
and the shingles, boards &c. whirled to a con- 
siderable distance in the air, falling again to the 
earth, in all directions.

Loss of the Royal Mail Steamer Isis.—The

The soil is supposed to be miserable. We 

| have seen children of a large growth back in 

this part of the country standing astonish 

when told by some wag, that the grasshoppers 
jin many pjuces on the Cape are seen contend- | 
ing for a spear of grass, and that the cows live | 
| principally on codfish heads. Itis true, the! 
}soil is thin, and principally sand; but there 
are farmers on Cape Cod that get a good liv- 
jing.

364. ‘The annual interest would amount to
